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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The following report of schools for the official year just closed 
and a statistical table for the school year ending August, 1904, are 
respectfully submitted by the school board. 

As nearly as was practicable, the schools have been continued 
in the same order as last year. four schools have been supported 
at West Swanzey, and one each at Nos. 1, 2, 5 and 7. The school 
at No. 9 was kept during the spring and fall but owing to the preva- 
lence of sickness among the pupils, it was not opened for the win- 
ter term. This change made it necessary to open No. 8 for a 
winter term, in order to provide a suitable school privilege for a 
limited number of children who would otherwise have found much 
difficulty in attending through the cold season with any regularity, 
on account of distance. 

The school at No. 7 attained such proportions that it became 
impossible for due attention to be given to all its classes. Nearly 
all the grades were represented and the number of classes, necessi- 
tated thereby, was so large that they could not receive any approach 
to adequate instruction under one teacher. It was, therefore, 
thought best to employ an assistant teacher. ‘This was done about 
the middle of the fall term and continued through the winter term. 
The arrangement proved satisfactory and by means of it, the school 
has been enabled to do much more profitable work than before. 

The average number of weeks of school for the year has been 
32.77. ‘The number of pupils registered in September, the begin- 
ning of the school year, was 302 which is about the same as the. 
number last year. 

In October, an enumeration of children was made, as is re- 
quired by the state. The enumeration officer reported a list of 273 
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children in town, aged 5 to 14 inclusive. This report cannot be 
expected to correspond exactly to the number of pupils registered, 
owing to the fact that some of the younger children, included in 
the report, do not attend school, while some pupils, attending school, 
are older than those called for by the enumeration. 

Our people have shown their appreciation of the law providing 
for the payment, by towns, of high school tuition, by sending a 
good number of scholars to Keene and elsewhere for high school 
privileges. This law is a long step forward in the advancement of 
the cause of education, opening, as it does, the door for many to 
obtain something beyond the grammar school and, for some, so far- 
reaching is it in its effect, to find their way to college. Would that 
other steps, equally desirable, might be taken speedily. There is 
no responsibility, resting upon the shoulders of the citizens of any 
town or city, which is so great as that of providing for the education 
of its young people. 

It is they who are soon to hold, in their hands, the management 
of town, state, and perhaps national affairs, and we cannot afford to 
do less than our best to train them to be wise and intelligent 
citizens. 

On the 10th of December last, notice was received by the school 
board that the sum of $467 had been apportioned, from the state 
tax, in addition to the amount usually received, to the town of 
Swanzey to be applied to the support of schools. The notice in- 
cluded a caution against lowering the amount of the regular appro- 
priations for school purposes as the contribution was intended to 
increase the efficiency of schools rather than to relieve towns of 
taxation. Further contributions from the same source will be 
somewhat dependent upon our worthiness to receive them, as 
demonstrated by the use which is made of this one. Friends of 
education will appreciate this addition to our resources. 

The school district has twice voted upon the subject of employ- 
ing a superintendent of schools, the article being defeated at each 
time of voting. It would be well if each voter should keep himself 
or herself informed upon the results of superintendence in different 
places in order to be prepared to vote understandingly upon this 
question. 
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In conclusion we would commend our teachers for efficient, 
conscientious work and many of the scholars for faithful interest 
in their schools. Several scholars have a record of attendance, 
without absence or tardiness, for the entire year.
